Archbishop Gauthier's visit to Res- 
eronto Tuesday afternoon was oo 
notable success, both in the number 
of candidates for confirmation and the 
enthusiasm evoked in all classes. The 
Archbishop and his party were met at 
the eastern limits of the town by the 
local branch of the C, M. B, A., ninety 
members turning out to do honor to 
His Grace. As soon as the carriages 
containing the party came in sight 
preparations were made tomeet them, 
The carriages drove through two lines 
of churchmen, who with bared head 
and bended knee greeted the Arch- 
bishop and party. A procession head- 
ed by the Citizens’ Band, and the OC, M, 
B. A. in line, escorted the party to the 
Church of St. Vincentde Paul. Along 
the route to the church the street was 

crowded with sight seers, while at the 
church there were enough people out- | 
side to fill the edifice. The children of 
the public school cheered and waved 
their handkerchiefs as the procession 
passed, The church was completely 
filled, there not being near enough 
seating capacity to accommodate the 
throng.

Father McDonagh, who was parish 
priest of Deseronto when the first

The examination of the candidates 
passed off so worthily as to win 
words of praise from the Archbishop 
on the correctness of their answers to

Gauthier said that when a person is 
good and kind to you and you do any- 
thing to grieve or worry such a person 
you naturally feel sorry for such 
action. He would therefore advise 
them to do always such things that 
would not bring reproach upon theni- 
selves. The rites of confitmation were 
bestowed upon the candidates in a 
most solemn manner, the congrega- 
tion listening attentively to all that 
was said, 

The Avehbishop’s address to the 
communicants at the close of the 
service was an able effort. He said 
that now the holy spirit of God would 
rest upon them in their efforts to keep 
in the ight voud ; that the gift of 
understanding between vight and 
wrong was theirs and that they would 
be able to comprehend the truths 
taught by the Bible. In order to 
serve 4 master we must know that 
master and know what he wants us to 
do. So it is with God. In order to 
serve Him we must know him and 
learn how to serve Him in an accept- 
able manner. He is our muster and 
we should serve Him. If «a man en- 
gages to work on « farm he must 
understand what to do and how to do ' 
it before his work will be of use. It is 
the sume in our servire of our Heayen- 
ly Master. He told the candidates 
there is yet much for them to know 
as to their duties on earth, and he 
wanted them one aud all to promise 
faithfully to attend diligently to their 
church duties, The promise he exacted 
from them was: “I hereby promise 
that I will attend catechism every 
Sunday for one year.” 

He asked a promise from the mem- 
bers of the class that they would ab- 
stain from alcoholie and spirituous 
liquors until they reached the age of 
21 years. His Grace pointed out the 
degradation that always follows the 
habitual use of intoxicants and refer- 
xed to the misery und harm that comes 
from the abuse of strong drink. There 
18 no one more debused or degraded, 
he said, than the poor wretch in the 
chains of that enemy of mankind. He 
said such a man is not fit to associate 
with his fellows on account of his de- 
praved appetite. The i he! 
asked of them was: “I hereby promise 
that until I have reached the 2lst yeur 
of my age I will abstain from the use 
of all spirituous und fermented 
liquors.” The class ull stood wp and 
mide the promise requested of them, 

The reverend speaker suid it was 
through sin we lose our chances of 
eternal salvation and are doomed to 
undergo the torments of hell. He 
urged ul! present to confess their sins 
to their Heavenly Father. Bad ssso- 
clations create bad habits and allshould 
avoid allsemblance of sin, if it were 
possible, He said Roman Catholics do 
not worship the Virgin Mary as they 
worship God, but they believe she is 
near God and therefore ask her inter- 
Cession tor sinners, 

To the people of Deseronto he 
pressed his deep gratitude for 
magnificent reception accorded him on 
this, his first, graclal visit to the town 
He snid it wa great pleasure to meet 
such an audience in a Beautiful edifice 
such as St, Vincent de Paul and that 
the kindly sentiments engendered 
would long remain, 

His Grace eulogized the OC. M. B. A. 
for the great and good work they are 
engaged in, The strong uphold the 
weak, and the weak in their depend- 
erce lean on the strong arm of the C, 
M. B., A. in their hour of need.

Soup needs a slow 
fire which would cook all the juices 
out of meat; the roast needs a quick 
fire to retain the juices. You can 
vook both on a gas range at the same 
time and do a good job. Jas. J. Smith, 
manager of the Deseronto Gas Works, 
can explain these matters to you.

He 
says that one-half acre of wooded land 
was fairly covered with them, and 
that they stripped the trees of every 
leaf, making them look as if they were 
dead. Some remedy is needed, and 
that quickly, In conversation with a 
gentleman who is thoroughly posted 
in things concerning these pests, we 
learned that in all probability Mrs. 
Boldvick is mistaken as to the nature 
of the scourge which has visited her. 
This gentleman says the army worm 
does not attack trees, and in_ his 
opinion itis the tussock moth which 
has made its appeavance in Tyendi- 
naga, In any e too much haste 
cannot hemadein using the proper 
remedies.—Belleville Intelligencer, . 


Steel and Iron Bounties. 

The DominionGovernment proposes 
to graduully reduce the bounties on 
steel ingots, puddled iron bars, and 
pig iron made in Cannda. These 
bounties at present are practically $3 
perton. From April 23, 1902, to June 
30th, 1908, the bounties are to be 90 
per cent of $3; for the following year, 
75 per ceat.; from July Ist, 1904, to 
June 30th, 1905, 55 per cent.; for the 
year following the bounties aveto be 
35, and from July Ist, 1906, to June 
30th, 1907, 20 per cent. 

Onthe latter date these bounties 
will cease altogether. If any steel 
ingots are made from puddled iron 
bars manufactured in) Canada, no 
bounty is to be paid on the ingots.

if possible with south windowe and 
these windows be kept free of those 
curtains of filth—cobwebs and dust. 


Cows kept in sunless stables are 
affected about the same way that plants 
are in sunless rooms They are sickly 
and have diminished vitality. 

It is in snch stables that tuberculosis 
lurks, and all the legislation in the 
world will not obviate this disease-nn- 
til dairymen better learn and practice 
the principles of hygiene Keep cows 
out of the gloom and in the sunshine if 
you would have healthy, vigorous ani- 
mals, capable of yielding a maximum 
quantity of milk. 

It is for this reason that I earnestly 
advocate tightly inclosed barnyards, 
acting as wind breaks, where cows may 
sun themselves for short periods on 
warm winter days. 

The ordinary barnyard is a refriger- 
ator in winter and a cerspoo] in sum- 
mer, and for cows to go into it out of 
the stable is like stepping from the fry- 
ing pan into the fire. 

Barnyards shonld be the warmest, 
coziest, most sheltered nooks about the 
dairy premises In other words, they 
should be a blessing and not a curse. 

If properly protected by wind break 
walls, and in ordinary weather, cows 
can be tnrned out to their great ad- 
vantage in the middle of nearly every 
winter's day. 

The ordinary plan of turning them 
out every forenoon in a yard perhaps 
swept by cold blasts, or permitting 
them to wander at will to the frozen 
stream, is what saps their vitality and 
helps to render them ‘'spring poor.” 


Milk Fever, 

The question of the cure of milk fever 
is important, says a correspondent of 
the London Live Stock Journal, but that 
of prevention more co. I farm a lot of 
very poor marshes, growing mainly 
rushes and blne grass, too poor to keep 
young stock going These I feed with 
dry cows from June to the end of Sep- 
tember I have not had a case of milk 
fever, but the cows come in very poor. 
though with a fair flow of milk 

My neighbor has a rich upland park, 
keeping about half a dozen cows, and 
rearing their calves He always 
loses one and sometimes two cows 
a@ year from milk fever; occasion: 
ally he has had cows from this farm, 
and they go down just like his own 
His cows are almost always fit for the 
butcher; mine, though costing double 
what his do while in milk, are ulways 
poor. One most important point in this 
complaint is plenty of exercise Ques- 
tion dealers who move their cows from 
market to market and they will tell you 
they seldom have a case. Let a cow 
have a 10 or 20 mile walk once or twice 
the week before calving, and you will 
find the danger very much lessened. If 
driven slowly she will get sufficient 
feed off the road, and may be put on a 
bare pasture, or shut up with poor hay 
and plenty of water. I have had consider- 
able experience with milk fever on other 
farms, but have come to the conclusion 
that vets generally can do little if any 
more than we can. One of my neigh: 
bors tells me he has saved more cows by 
the whisky cure than any other, but he 
does not find it absolute,

almost afraid to look a hog in the face, 
8ays a correspondent of The National 
Stockman, and from what we read from 
the pens of physicians we were afraid 
even to send our city friends a yard or 
two of gausage or a taste of liverwurst 
lest they should be devoured by the 
trichinw contained therein and we 
probably be pulled in for Irilling by 
hog And even when our friends are 
enjoying their rich, juicy lamb chops 
may not foot rot be insidionsly attack 
ing their vitals? Little did we think 
when our agent for pure foods was 
making his onslaughts on adulterations 
of all kinds, vinegar, oleo, spices, etc. 
that the greatest danger to health in 
cities would be chargeable to patient 
quiet old ‘*Bossy,”’ but so it is, and we 
are growing suspicions of eyen the hens 
now Greut Scott. think of it! Perhaps 
even in the fragrant ‘‘omelet, the fair- 
est yet,’ or in the ‘soft b'iled’’ we 
may be imbibing roup. chicken cholera 
or even gapes Really we wonder some- 
times '‘where we are at.” 


" Une the Starter, 

Where possible it is always best to 
ase a starter for ripening the cream 
The starter should be pure and mnst be 
kept £0, or the butter will be off flavor 
and rapidly keep growing worse. The 
best starter is made from skimmill, al 
though buttermilk may be and often is 
used. Take a portion of pure skimmilk 
and heat it quickly to 160 degrees F 
and keep it at this temperature for 20 
minutes Cool it rapidly to 90 degrees 
and add from 8 to 10 per cent of the 
previous day's starter as a cniture.

It is well to know that no cases of 
‘big head’’ bave appeared in this conn- 
try among the many thonsands of horses 
bronght in from America, says the 
London Live Stock Journal This most 
insidious disease—the origin and treat- 
ment of which have baffled the most 
eminent practitioners to discover—was 
first encountered in the neighborhood 


of New York, Staten Island and New | 


Jersey being particularly unfortunate 
in possessing cases Whether it be con- 
tagious or not is doubtful, but the 
probability is that it is eo. There is no 
pain or serions inconvenience to the 
sufferer beyond a dullness and loss of 
appetite, the chief symptoms being an 
enormous increase of size and swelling 
between the muzzle and eyes on the 
top of the face, and this is accompanied 
by constant scouring. It is curious, 
however, to notice how the bones of the 
animals attacked by big head become 
affected, as this disease has the effect 
of rendering them both brittle and por- 
ous, cases having been known in which 
the cannon bones baye snapped when 
the animals haye been made to move 
fast. The most commenly accepted 
tbeory that is held to account for the 
prevalence of the disease is that some 
pollution of the land exists, and various 
dressings have been experimented with 
in the hope that the disease will be 
stamped ont. Some of these are believed 
to have been successful, as cases of big 
head have become less frequent. Still 
the mysterious nature of the epidemic 
has baffled the experts who have studied 
{t in all its phases. 


Exes of Migratory Wild Biron. 

It will surprise many people to know 
that some of the most important migra- 
tory birds are now in process of extine- 
tion because of man’s cupidity, not in 
killing them, but in destroying their 
eggs, and thus preventing their exist- 
ence. All of them breed in the arctic 
regions, where in summer there is the 
greatest abundance of insect and fish 
life on which to support themselves. 
Man has found these breeding places, 
and so long as he can secure fresh eggs 
he finds ready sale for them at profitable 
prices from photographers, who use 
only the albumen for making the films 
on which their pictures are taken, It ia 
true if there were not this supply pho- 
tographs might be dearer than they 
now are. But if this use of their eggs 
means the extinction of many migratory 
species of birds such use of them ought 
to be prohibited by law.—Boston Oulti- 
vator,

TRYING TO CHHAT RADCLIFFE, 


Donald Perrier Mukes «a Determined 
Effort to Commit Suicide, 


Vancouver, B.C., June 7.—Donald 
Perrier, the condemned murderer, mado 
a determined attempt to commit suicide 
yesterday morning. Kvery indication 
foes to show he was aided in the attempt 
by some person unknown. Perrier was 
sentenced to be hanged on May 80 for the 
murder of his former paramour, Jennie 
Anderson. On entering Perrier’s coll at 
New Westminster yesterday, the officials 
found Perrier bleeding from a gash in 
the abdomen and from another in the 
left wrist. The prisoner's bed was a sea 
of blood. Although he was just conscious, 
he was unable to speak. Medical men on 
thoir arrival did all they could to arrest 
the flow of blood, but they decline to 
expross an opinion as to the pogsibility of 
recovery until they can ascertain the 
nature of the wound in the abdomen, If 
it severed the intestines it will be almost 
certain to prove tatal. The cut in the 
wrist severed the main artery, Perrier is 
quite conscious, but is very weak. Ho

on Monday morning how little there was 
in the report that they were all to go 
back. It now appears that the three 
members of Parliament who went to 
Montreal on Saturday had returned to 
the capital with a mistaken idea of what 
General Manager Hays intended to do 
with the men. Very few of the strikers 
accepted the company’s conditions to 
apply for reinstatement individually ana 
return to work. The executive at Mont- 
real have called the entire force out again, 
and it now looks as if the fight between 
the men and the company will be carried 
on to the bitter end. 

At the strikers’ headquarters, 
Tecumseth street, the only message re- 
cleved was the following from Chairman 
William Pole: 

“Hays has played us false. 
men again. Will send 
registered lotter.’’ 

Tho letter referred to in the message 
will arrive this morning. The men seem 
content with the present state of affairs, 
and are prepared to hold out any length 
of time. They say they feel disgusted at 
Manager Hays’ action, and intend to 
show that official what trackmen are. 

Kicks Registered, 

Montreal, June 7.--Chairman Pole, 
Secretary Harris, Organizer Lowe and 
other members of the trackmen's execu- 
tive were in conference last evening, con- 
sidering what steps to take in view of 
the men’s act in refusing to go back to 
work, Telegrams have been pouring in 
on the executive, protesting against the 
way in which they managed affairs, and 
there ia apparently a feeling amongst the 
men that they have not been treated 
properly. The men were apparently led 
to belleve by the executive that the 
Grand Trunk had made an agreement to 
consider the men’s grievances, and all 
they had to do was to go back to work 
and get their places, The Grand Trunk 
management absolutely deny that any 
such agreement Was made, and that the 
understanding was that men for whom 
places could be found would be taken

long fora cow weigbing 1,000 pounds 
and should be correspondingly longer 
or shorter as the weight of the cow may 
require 

This feature may be provided for by 
placing the fencing, in front of the cow, 
nearer toward the ditch or farther away, 
or sometimes the ditch is run at an 
angle or an offset at one end, but the 
former is by all means the most satis- 
factory. 

The feed trough, B, is raised by run- 
ning. two 2 by 8. stringers the.entire 
length of the stable, making the trongh 
18 inches wide and 6, inches deep in 
front of the cow. The stalls are 3 feet 8 
inches wide from centers, and partitions 
4 feet high and 8 feet 6 inches long at 
C. The posts, D, are 5 feet high, made 
from 2 by 8 studding, and toe nailed in 
the corner of each feed box at F and 1 
by 3 lath nailed to them for the cow to 
eat hay through and-to keep her stand- 
ing back to her ditch. 

The hayrack at Eis 18 inches wide 
and 8 feet deep to F, and is open with 
a 6 inch thwart, so that grain, ensilage 
or any cut feed readily falls throngh 
into feed box. The ditch is 16 inches 
Wide and 9 inches deep on platform 
side and 7 inches at rear and is made 
ubsolutely water tight. The latter fea- 
ture, along with the broken joints on 
the platform, always insures good sani- 
tation us with every particle of manure 
and liquid voiding where absorbents 
and deodorizers can be applied puts the 
stable in shape so that its caretaker 
can keep it pure and sweet with little 
effort and have some place to take call- 
ers into when showing his best cows 
Without having to prefix and suffix the 
Visit with an apology.

Dairy Business. 

It is noticeable that in every com- 
munity in which the dairy is well de- 
veloped there is a high degree of pros- 
perity and refinement. The influence of 
the business is uplifting. It requires 
intelligence and a wide stndy to make 
the business a success, and all this is 
on the line of refinement. It demands 
gentleness of disposition. No rongh, 
brutal man can achieve success in the 
dairy. He must be kind, and, if not 
naturally so, he must cultivate the 
spirit of kindness. The cow must be 
loved, must be petted, must be fed well 
and fed properly, and all this leads to 
the broadening of the mind and the im- 
provement of our naturea Then there 
must be cleanliness not only about the 
premises, but about the person. An In- 
diana dairymap has a covered barnyard, 
and he was asked at an institute if he 
was satisfied with that way of keeping 
manure, ‘Why,’’ eaid he, ‘I do not 
haye a covered barnyard for the par- 
pose of keeping manure. Al) the ma- 
nure is hauled out as soon as made in 
order to keep the yard clean. I con- 
structed a cover over the yard for the 
comfort of my cows.’’ There was a 
whole volome of dairy instruction in 
those few words The watchfulness to 
preserve cleanliness and the kindness to 
the cows are the cornerstone to success- 
ful dairying. —Practical Dairyman

The Effort to Create Life. 

The news that Wohler had obtained, » 
in 1828, out of inorganic stnffs a cer- 
tain substance, urea, which occurs in 
nature as a distinct product of vital ac- 
tivity in animals, upset current ideas. 
Then, later on, Liebig in Germany and 
Frankland in this country made several 
important eynt_eses, and in 1860 Ber- 
thelot published his epoch - making 
work, ‘‘Organic Chemistry Based Upon 
Synthesis,” in which he proved that 
the synthesis of organic bodies must be 
pursued and may be achieved in a 
quite systematic way, going step by 
ftep over the whole series of organic 
componnds. 

At the present time about 180 differ- 
ent acids, aromatic oils, fats, coloring 
matters, and so on, which are only 
found in nature as products of yital 
activity, have already been prepared in 
our laboratories ont of inorganic mat- 
ter. Some of them are already fabri- 
cated in this way for trade. Every year 
brings some new achievement in the 
same direction; so that the main inter- 
est now lies, notso much in adding a 
new product to the already long list of 
chemically prepared organic substances, 
asin catching the secrets of the tiny 
living laboratories in the vegetable and 
animal cells.—Prince Krapotkin in 
Nineteenth Century.

The advertisement in the newspaper 
ran as follows: ‘Suicides commencing 
—These should write for appointment 
to Rex Blake, 72 Uppingdon Gardena, 
South Kensington.” 

Herbert Streuth, artist, received an 
appointment for 3:80 on Wednesday 
afternoon. He called at the South Ken- 
sington address and was shown into a 
solidly furnished library, where a podgy 
little old gentleman with white hair 
shook him warmly by the band and 
bade him to be seated.

“There is also the religious objec- 
tion,’’ said Streuth. 

‘Many very religious people,’ replied

A lump of coal will lie 
for centuries unaffected in contact with 
oxygen, but, the combustion once start- 
ed, the process continues as long as 
there are elements to combine.”*

AT THE INCUBATOR SHOW, 


Conflicting Opinions on Important 
Pointse—Transferring Eggs. 

To any one interested in poultry rais- 
ing the incubator room at such a show 
as that recently held in Madison Square 
Garden, New York, is full of attrac- 
tions. The beginner in the poultry in- 
dustry, especially if he is thinking of 
adapting artificial hatching, becomes 
fascinated and bewildered as he goes 
from one to another of the machines 
and listens to the stories told by their 
makers. The common, everyday lover 
of chickens, who isn’t the owner of a 
pen of any kind of fowls and never ex- 
pects to be, looks on and listens with 
beaming face, such ag one sees in the 
gallery just about the time the heroine 
in a shrill voice says to the villain: 
“Leave me! I detest youl’ 

The young man who had yisited the 
show with the intention of deciding 
which of the many incubators he would 
adopt said he felt just as he did when 
he was selecting his first bicycle. Every 
maker had the best machine, and each 
one had accumulated 60 many blue rib- 
bons that the question of storing and 
caring for them was a serious problem 
at his factory. Asa matter of fact, the 
various makes are similar in most of 
their characteristics. The application 
and regulation of the heating are the 
points upon which there is widest dif- 
ference in construction, and the ex- 
treme views on the enbject of moisture 
fornish the greatiet variety in the field 
of theory. Some incubator makers claim 
that no artificial moisture is required; 
that, in fact, jt is detrimental Others 

insist that moisture must be supplied 
in liberal quantity.

tain conditions of atmosphere and sur- 
Toundings, and each moisture, anti- 
moisture or semimoisture advocate 
makes hig machines to fit his own the- 
ories. And the young man makes bis

ORCHARD CULTURE. 


Rffects of Clean Cultivation and of 
Cropping. 

Whether orchards shall be cropped or 
given clean cultivation, how cultiva- 
tion sball be done, whether it shall be 
continued throughout the season and 
similar problems depend very largely 
on local conditions of soil, climate and 
the like. Varions experiment stations 
have conducted experiments to find out 
what methods give best results and why 
they do so, As stated in farmers’ bul- 
letin No, 87, a study was made at the 
Nebraska station of the effect of culti-

vation on the growth of apple trees, the 
size of fruit and the water contents of 
the soil. Tho report says: ‘*The trees 
im cultivated ground suffered noticeably 
less from the drought and hot winds of 
summer than those in sod ground. The 
foliage was darker and more vigorous 
in appearance, and there was no yel- 
lowing and dropping of the leaves or 
wilting during hot windy days, both of 
which occurred with uncultivated trees, 
Apples from cultivated land averaged 
nearly 14 per cent larger in weight than 
those from pasture land and over 17 
per cent larger than those from mowed 
land."" The average percentages of 
moisture in the first 20 inches of the 
soil in different portions of the orchard 
in the latter part of October were 

“‘Mowed portion, 14; pasture portion, 
14.7; portion cultivated till August, 
17, and portion cultivated the entire 
season, 20.4." 

Observations on grass land near the 
orchard showed that alfalfa only two 
years old took the moisture from the 
soil as completely as an old June grass 
sod. These facts show how very neces- 
sary cultivation is in a dry climate. 
That the same is true in dry seasons in 
moister climates is shown by observa- 
tions at the Cornell (N. Y.) station. 

Thé California station has recently 
reported an instance of the beneficial 


effect of cultivation on the growth and 
fruitfulness of orchards. Apricots grown 
in adjacent fields under exactly the 
same conditions, except for cultivation, 
showed great difference in behavior. 
See Fig. 1, where A represents a culti- 
vated and B an uncultivated apricot 
tree in a dry season. The soil of the re- 
gion in which the orchards are located 
has a rather loose texture. One orchard 
was cultivated several inches deep, and 
the other was uncultivated. During one 
season the trees in the cultivated field 
made a wood growth of over three feet, 
while those in the uncultivated field 
made a growth of not over three inches. 
There was also a great difference in the 
frnit. The ayerage percentage of mois- 
ture in the first six feet of soil’ was 6.3 
in the cultivated orchard and 4.2 in the 
other one, A recent bulletin of the Il- 
linois station reports marked benefit 
from clean cultivation of anorchard. In 
1890 three rows each of Ben Davis and 
Grimes Golden apples were planted, the 
trees being set 15 feet apart each way. 
These were divided into four plats, the 
first being given clean cultivation and 
the second, third and fourth being crop- 
ped with oats, clover and blue grass, 
respectively (Fig. 2). The same treat- 
ment was continued each year after 
planting. The trees grown on the grass 
plats were decidedly inferior to those 
grown on the cultivated plat as regards 
height, diameter of trunk, vigor and 
abundance of foliage, etc. For instance, 
in the case of the Ben Davis trees the 
diameter of the trunks one foot above 


the surface of the soil was about twice 


plat as in case of that in grass. Simi- 
larly the height of the trees in the two 
plats averaged 183f and 11 feet, and 
the diameter of the tops 154 and 814 
feet respectively. In growth and vigor 
of the trees the clover plat ranked next 
after the cultivated, and the oats rank- 
ed between the clover and the blue 
grass plats. Fig. 2 shows the effect of 
the different systems of culture on the 
growth of apple trees—A, clean culti- 
vation; B, cropped with oats; ©, crop- 
ped with clover; D, cropped with blne 
grass.

phatically by an experiment conducted 
at the Utah station. Parts of an orchard 
wero seeded to alfalfa, timothy, clover 
und a mixture of timothy and clover 
soon after the trees were set, and other 
parts were cultivated, all being irri- 
gated alike. Over half of the trees in 
the grass plata died and were reset 
twice, while the cultivated trees lived 
and grow well. It is not to be expected 
that growing grass in young orchards 
is always as injorious as It proved to be 
ut the Otah station, yet the reported 
experiences of fruit growers and experi- 
menters everywhere show the impor-

rapidly rformed, now-wdays, that 
my sturgeon of average ability is 
competent to undertake it.

In old age the 
natural tendency is towards « general 
hardenmg of the tissues and in con- 
sequence the crystilline lens, oviginally 
asoft, gelatinous ovoid body situated 
just back of the iris, often becomes 
hardened, This has the same general 
effect on the sight as a patch of black 
would have on the lens of a camera, 
as the crystalline lens fulfils much the 
same purpose as the camera lensin 
concentrating the rays of light, The 
camera lens can be removed, cleansed 
and replaced, but the crystalline lens 
once out is out for good, the deficiency 
in the sight caused by its removal 
being easily corrected with spectacles. 
In performing the operation the pupil 
is dilated by means of atropine and the 
eye rendered insensible to pain by an 
application of cocaine, The surgeon 
then passes a very sharp knife, not 
much larger than a darning needle, 
through the eye ball directly behind 
the wis and with a quick upward 
mouvement frees it, Through this slit 
the crystalline lens, with the exertion 
of a little pressure will usually pop out 
of the eye, after the manner of u seed 
from a grape, sometimes, however, it 
is necessary to remove it withan eye 
spoon. The wound is then dressed. 
In thirty hours the first dressing may 
be removed, ina few weeks the patient 
miy wear glasses and after a short 
time has elapsed little remains to 
show thut the eye has been interfered 
with in any way.

How Poor Facilities May Outdo Good 
Instincts 


How shall we keep cream m 4 
Mainly by pre- | 
suffering from the effects of 
tho prevailing low temperature Milk 
bitter when it is 
maturing naturally at a proper temper 
ature, saya The American Agriculturist 
Butter with a bitter flavor, coming 
from small home producers, is of fre- 
quent occurrence, It is usually from 
farms where the housewife with poor 
facilities but good dairy instincts re- 
fraing from setting her milk in the hot 
kitchen pantry and puts it in a room 
far too cold for it. In the latter place, 
where the temperature is nsually a lit- 
tle above freezing, the milk will remain 
sweet for several days, tardily casting 
up its cream and then without any 
acidity developing a fermentative 
change takes pace resulting in the char- 
acteristic bitter flavor. 

The natural end of healthy milk ia to 
get sour in at the most from two to 
three days. Before the limit of that 
time, in from 24 to 36 hours, and while 
the milk is perfectly sweet the butter 
fat shonld all be extracted therefrom 
and stored in a separate vassel to ma- 
toro, I think it better that the ripened 
cream be churned in 12 hours after 
skimming, or at least in 18 hours at 
the longest. I mean by this that the 
cream should be kept ata warm enough 
temperature to ripen within that period, 
so as to be fitted forchnrning. To avoid 
any bitter fermentation during cold 
weather milk should be set for cream- 
ing in an apartment having a uniform 
temperature of 50 decrees. Then, the

The 
housewife who wishes to make a few 
peunds of butter per week throughout 
the winter and can find a ready sale for 
it at a maximum price should carefully 
observe the above principles. Another 
thing, moat small winter butter mak- 
ers do not color their product uniform- 
ly, The average consumer, although he 
ig fully aware that the butter he is eat- 
ing is artificially colored, likes to see it 
of a’natural hue, It really tastes better 
to have it so, which proves how much 
the eye acts as a guide to the palate. 
The worst mistake is in coloring the 
butter too highly, which is almost as 
bad as not coloring it enough. A happy 
medium is in striking a shade of the 
natural color of the June product. 
With small makers this compels the 
greatest accuracy in measurement and 
the employment of a perfectly reliable 
brand of butter color. 


Big Waste. 

Edward Atkinson makee a very sharp, 
keen remark when, in writing about 
the fearful waste of both skimmilk and 
cornstalks, he says in effect that he 
does not know'much~about farming, 
but when he sees this waste going on 
all because of the ignorance of men he 
has a right to conclude that the ayer- 
age farmer himself really knows but 
little of farming. Little as Mn Atkin- 
son knows, remarks Hoard's Dairyman, 
he knows enough to ses this big waste, 
whereas he talks with lots of farmers 
who don’t know it, nor can they see it. 
Pope says something about familiarity 
breeding contempt. Is that not the se- 
cret of this matter? So many farmers 
have for so long a time been accus- 
tomed to this wasteful way of handling 
cornstalks and skimmilk that they 
really cannot eee the wastefulness of it. 
But Mr. Atkinson is right, clear away 
right, when he speaks of this fearful 
waste. Let it be remembered always 
that 40 per cent of the combined value 
of the corn plant is in the stalk. Let 
every farmer take that fact as his guide 
and then so shape his farm methods, 
feeding methods and all methods as 
to save all of that waste possible. Let 
him also remember that 40 per cent has 
been once earned by his own expendi- 
ture for labor, and he must pay for the 
growing of it. If he wastes 40 per cent 
of what he earns, the responsibility 
rests on him and not on Previdence. A 
full study and consideration of that 
fact will be enongh to lead any man 
out into better and more saving meth- 
ods if he will but follow its teachings. 


Commercial Dairying. 

If the dairy farmer is located near a 
village or city, many times it will pay 
to establish a milk ronte, ites F. W 
Maseley in The Western Agriculturist. 
In some instances cream can be sold to 
hotels, ice cream makers, restaurants 
and to soda fountain proprietors. If 
such openings have already been taken, 
doubtless the next best thing to be done, 
as arule, will be to make strictly first 
class butter and seek private customers 
for it in the same village or city. Such 
customers, once secured, are easily held, 
if butter is kept up toa high standard 
of excellence. Ascertain the amount 
wanted by each customer and deliver 
on a certain day each week, The de- 
livery of butter to private customers af- 
fords opportunities for selling other 
farm and garden products, including 
poultry, eggs and byproducts of the 
dairy — cottage cheese, for instance, 
which some dairymen make from their 
skimmilk. A dairyman living quite a 
distance from town would not often de- 
cide to establish or buy a milk route; 
hence the decision has to be made as to 
whether it will be better and more 
profitable to make tho milk up at home 
or send it, or the cream, to the public 
creamery, or the milk to a cheese fac- 
tory. provided one or beth of those in- 
stitutions are convenient. There are, no 
doubt, times and locations when and 
whore it may be better to patronize a 
creamery or cheose factory in prefer: 
once to making up milk at home

The Lash for Burglars. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Mills to 
amend the Criminal Code provides a 
large number of changes, principally 
on matters which have been brought 
to the attention of the Government 
from time to time by women’s associa- 
tions and labor organizations, Some 
of the changes which were proposed 
in 1897 by Sir Oliver Mowat when 
Minister of Justice were rejected by 
the Senate. 

It is intended, for instance, toamend 
the law in the case of the seduction of 
a girl under 16 years of age by striking 
out ‘‘of previous chaste character,” It 
will not be necessary to prove this to 
obtain conviction. 

It is also proposed to add the words 
“shop girls and domestic servants” to 
those of factories and workshops, mak- 
ing it an indictable offence for any 
foreman or employer seducing any one 
of these in his employ, This was re- 
jected by the Senate in 1897. 

The subject of lotteries is also dealt 
with, and where such are permissable 
for the encouragement of works of 
art the pictures must be delivered, and 
the option that a money prize may be 
taken instead is done away with. 

Section 520 in regard to combina- 
tions is changed so that it will not ap- 
ply to workmen who combine for their 
own protection, 

Burglary is made an offence which 
may be punishable by the lash, 

In respect to selling obscene pictures 
the word ‘publicly” is omitted, so that 
those who make or sell, whether 
privately or publicly, can be punished.

The dishcloth was made of a 15 inch 
aquare of crash toweling, neatly hem- 
med, and, by the way, this was re- 
quired to be washed thoronghly with 
hot water and soap and hung up to dry 
at the close of each lesson, or as it 
would be in home life after each meal’s 
dishes were washed. 

The oven holder or cloth was espe- 
cially useful, inasmuch as it not only 
kept the towels from being used and 
soiled on the stove door in removing 
pans from the oven, but in preventing 
many painful burns which occur so fre- 
qnently when removing things from 
the oven with only the ordinary towel 
to protect one’s hands. The oven holder 
was made of heavy bedticking, brown 
and white, abont one-half by one-third 
yard, neatly hemmed. « 

The pot holder was made from two 
pieces’ of crash toweling, circular in 
form (the diameter being about one- 
eighth cf a yard), interlined with some 
heavier material and bound around the 
edges with tape,

A Knitted Rug. 

Cut ecraps of silks, woolen cloth, 
dress goods and other soft materials into 
fine strips Then with coarse cotton 
yarn or twine and two large knitting 
needles, set up 24 etitches. Knit across 
once plain; then with every alternate 
row, with each stitch knit in a piece 
of the cloth, leaving a loop half an inch 
wide on one side of the work. When 
the work is square, bind it off and knit 
another square in the same way. When 
there are enough squares for arug tho 
desired size, sew them together with 
an oyeretitch on the wrong side. Cut 
the loops, andif the colors are taste- 
fully arranged the rug will be very 
pretty as well as useful, says The La- 
dies’ World. 

Maple Sugar Filling For Cake. 

Break one pound’ of maple sugar in 
emall pieces, add half a cup of boiling 
water, and let boil until the soft ball 
stage is reached; then pour the sirap 
very gradually on to the whites of two 
eges, beaten nntil foamy, but not dry. 
Set into cold or ice water, and beat oc- 
casionally, until it is of a consistency to 
gpread.—Boston Cooking School Maga- 
gine.

SUPPLY OF PULPWOOD 


Canada Has Now the Only Supply 
of Spruce for Pulp. 


The common spruce tree of the 
American fovests furnishes the great 


word “common” is chosen advisedly. 
Time was when in New England and 
the northern tier of states spruce trees 
were as familiar to the people and 
ulmost as plentiful as the grass ot the 
fields. 

The inevitable result has been so 
rapid a contraction of the available 
spruce avea in the United States that 
many of our paper manufacturers have 
been forced already to go over into 
Canada for spruce logs. The situation 
is not keenly critical, but it would be 
folly to declare that it is not alarming. 
American ingenuity may yet discover 
something to take the place of spruce 
in the making of paper, but up 
to date it surely has not done so, Up- 
on the best inside authovity it has 
lately been declared that, if the pres- 
ent pace of spruce-land is kept up, in 
five years from now there will not be 
a stick of the timber standing inthe 
United States. 

Forestry and pulp manufacturing 
data ave in some instances difficult of 
access, but the most reliable sources 
of information, after the most careful 
investigation by a Boston newspaper, 
yicld the following facts: 

Practically the only large spruce 
areas available for pulp now left in 
America—that is, for the supply be- 
yond the immediate future—ave in 
parts of Maine and the British Proy- 
inces. = 

Maine has been # most ‘attractive 
field for spruce pulp operations. She 
was a pioneer in the industry, and she 
now finds most of her own spruce con- 
tigious to water power cut off. On 
the Androscoggin River there are 
numerous pulp mills which, when 
worked to their full capacity, require 
about 250,000,000 feet of spruce logs 
annually, and it is reported on good 
ythat the standing spruce in 
the territory tributary to these mills 
cannot last over four years at the 
present vate of consuraption, Why,” 
was the recent remark of a Boston 
manufacturer, ‘they arealready grind- 
ing up bean poles and boughs for pulp

St. Petersburg, Juno 12.—The corre- 
spondents of the different newspapers 
speak more and more strongly of the 
ever-increasing need of help for the peas- 
ants. One of the most prominert workers 
in the intereet reads as follows: ‘‘Wo 
may say that the distres3 in these regions 
has now reached its climax, The peasants 
have exhausted thelr last resources.

Antidote Againat Stings. 

According to Dr, Friedlander of 
Wiesbaden, electricity is an antidote 
against stings of insects. His plan in 
such cases is to apply a constant cur- 
rent and to place a negative cathode on 
the spot stung by the insect, Galyani- 
vation produces a rather strong sensa- 
tion of burning, but at the same time 
the pain from the sting disappears, and 
if the electricity is applied very soon 
after the wound bus been inflicted there 
is little or no swelling. The current, 
however, does excellent seryice even if 
it be not applied until after some time 
has elapsed, for it removes the pain and 
also quickly reduces the swelling. The 
supposition is that the poison which 
the insect has injected throngh the skin 
is neutralized and rendered innocuous 
by the current, 

Dr, Friedlander has repeatedly made 
experiments of this kind on persons 
who have been etung by bees and wasps 
and bas invariably found them success: 
ful. He naturally believes that a sim- 
ilar result would be obtained in the 
cases of persons stung by other ingects

. LAYERING THE GRAPE. 


Spring and Summer Layering and 
How Performed, | 

Layering is the simplest, surest and 
easiest method of increasing the grape 
and is the best way. to grow vines 
where only a few are wanted, There 
are two kinds of layers, called spring 
and summer layers, from the season at 
which they are made. 

Summer layers are made in the eum- 
mer, generally the last of July, from a 
branch of the same season’s growth. 
They are likely to be weak for several 
years and donot make as. good plants 
as the spring layers. In making them 
the wood shonld. be slit for an inch or 
so near the buds that are covered. Bury 
about one foot of the cune four inches 
deep in the ground and it will be rooted 
by late antumn, when it should be sep- 
arated and be treated as a young vine, 


GRAPEVINE LAYERS. 
and it is generally best. to. get. them 
well started in a garden or nursery be- 
fore planting in the vineyard perma- 
nently. 
Spring layers may be made by laying 


down any cane early in the spring. It 
will root in one season. By fall it will 
baye made a good growth of roote, 
when it may be cnt from the main 
cane, and, if strong, it may be divided 
into two plants. This form of layer is 
illustrated in Figs. 1 and 2. By a little 
different treatment of the epring layer 
a vine may be grown from each bud on 
the layered cane, For this purpose some 
thrifty cane shonld be selected in au- 
tumn, proned of its lateraleand buried 
In the spring it should be uncovered 
and only one shoot permitted to grow 
from each joint. After the new growth 
bas started about six inches from each 
bud the whole cane should be layered 
about four inchés deep, handling it 
carefully, so as not to break the new 
growth. 

Fig. 8 shows such a layer after it hae 
rooted. It is a good plan to cover it not 
more than three inches at first and to 
fill up the trench as the shoots grow. If 
covered four inches deep at once, the 
young growth will sometimes rot, 
thongh this seldom happens, and some 
skillful growers fill the trench full at 
once. In the antnmn roots will be found 
Growing from each joint, and these 
may be cut apart and treated as recom 
mended for weak vines grown from cut 
tings. If this method of propagation is 
to be used to some considerable extent, 
vines should be grown especially for the 
purpose. It is nota good plan to nse | 
fruiting vines for layering to ony great 
extent, though it may be safely done in 
a small way, eaysa Farm and Fireside

IKkKeeping Exes For Hatching. 

As to keeping eggs for hatching, the 
PPhersIwWbator people remind, ug 
that the-yolk is specifically lighter than 
the albumen, and is buoyed up by it, 
and the germ which always lies on top 
is only kept from—pressing against the 
shell by the weight of the denser alba- 
men forming the chalaza, this having 
a tendency to drag the yolk down and 
steady it. 

“If the eggs are kept at too high a 
temperature, the albumen will get 
somewhat fluid and the yolks will be 
pressed upward against the shell, and 
if-allowed» to remain so will become 
fixed toi Anyelength of time and 
temperature thatewould result in this 
would have killed the germ and thus 
rendered the egg useless. Tha more 


handling the egg has the qnicker this 


disarrangenient will be effected. 

Place eggs for hatching in a basket 
“or box without” regard fo position, cover

It Was Introduced on this Con- 
tinent Less Than Two 
Decades Ago, . 


The arrival on this continent of the 
species of catevpillay which has caused 
such destruction in the , vicinity, of 
Montreal this spring is a matter of less 
than two decades, +4 

‘The moth from which’ these élter- 
pillars spring was in 1880 brought to 
this continent by a French savant, re- 


| siding ut Medford, wsaburb of Boston, 


his object being tocross it with thesilk 
Worm, and so originate a robust silk- 
producing hybrid for. America. The 
scheme, failed, and the caterpillars 
liberated by a gale from their netted 
enclosure, Spread slowly over the 
adjacent country, In nive or ‘ten 
'S they’ swarmed’ in’ irresistible 
sweeping cleah © orchurds, 
ardens, ‘groves, nid) street. trees, 
When theimpulsé of»transformation 
in July drives them to, shelter they 
huddle ;under whatever affords, se- 
curity, and casting their hairy, coats 
they change into pupe ora chrysalis. 
In August they evolve into mofls, 
which deposit myriads of eggs, to 
hatch otit in ‘the “following “spring. 
These ‘egg ‘dlutches wie not unlike 
fish spawn ‘coated Awithsellac, and 
in 1801 at! Medford, »eight brimming 
‘cart loads”: were: removed. by small 
sofficial, force ind destroyed, but.the 
nuisance was not abated. it to 
In. 1892 the State of Massachusetts 
Abandoning veliance. on individual 
effort, opened an officiiil contest with 
the moth, and the State Bord of 
‘Agriculture tried method after inethod 
for extermination.” Arsenieal’ spray- 
ing failed ti twke effect, ‘and the only 
‘sure remedy for destruction was found 
in banding the tree trunks some feet 
from the ground with wide strips of 
coarse bagging, or, ‘burlaps.”

July the pupa: are hunted for and 
destroyed, and from Septenrber on- 
wards the egg HKuyches ‘on the “tree, 
boughs and twigs are'searthed for by 
unvexactly ordered’ system till every 
square pod of territory withimeertain 
limits has heen gone overs “Where the 
eggs are not easily renched by hand 
they, are, smeared by means of long 
poles with « creosotic¢compound, very 
destiruetive, whilst those thatcan be 
handpicked aré birned with petroleum. 
The results, so far, in Massachusetts 
have more than justified the outlay. 
Backed by insufficient: appropriations 
and a working’ force ‘at no» time 
adequate, the State Board of Agricul- 
tuve-has held down the pest,so that 
since the first outbreak it has never 
required sufficient headway there to 
seriously affect. the region within 
which these operations kept it penned.

Position and Sleep. 

The position affects sleep. A con- 
strained position generally prevents re- 
pose, while a comfortable one wooes 
eleep. Lying flat on the back, with the 
limbs relaxed, would seem to secure the 
greatest amount of rest for the muscu- 
lar system. This is the position assumed 
in the most exhausting diseases, and it 
is generally hailed as a token of revival 
when a patient voluntarily turns on the 
side. But there are several disadvan- 
tages in the supine posture which im- 
pair or embarrass sleep. ‘Thus in disor- 
dered conditions of the stomach the 
blood seems to gravitate to the back of 
the head and to produce troublesome 
dreams. 

Nearly all who are inclined to snore 
do so when lying on the back, becanse 
the soft palate and uynula hang on the 
tongue, and that organ falls back so as 
partly to close the top of the wind- 
pipe. It is better, therefore, to lie on 
the side, and, in the absence of special 
disease rendering it desirable to lie on 
the weak side so as to leave the healthy 
lung free to expand, it is well to use the 
right side, because when the body is 
thus placed the food gravitates more 
easily out of the stomach, and the 
weight of the stomach does not com- 
press the upper portion of the intes- 
tines A glance at any of the visceral

The Scythe on the Farm. 


On the farm a genepation ago the 
getting undercover of a big hay crap 


was a task that daunted even those 
whose delight, so they said, was in 
hard work and plenty of it. Swinging a 


soythe all day long in the broiling sun 
may have put muscle under the berry- 
brown skin of the farmer's son, but at 
hest it was slow and wearisome, A 
bowlder lurking among the clover was 
apt to break the end off the scythe or 
hurl the manipulator to earth, The 
scythe had to be sharpened constantly, 
entailing frequent stoppages of the 
necessarily slow work. These and 
other troubles incident to mowing by 
hand weve features of our forefathers’ 
life that are now done away with. 
Today how different is the season on 
the farm when the suceulent 
crop is ready to be garnered. No more 
getting up before sunrise in order to 
mow « few acres, No more straining 
of the muscular frame until long aft r 
the chickens have gone to roost in 
order to get the bay undercover in 
time.

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War With the Boers. 


Chicago, June 21.—Lord Cocil Douglas 
Comptgn, an English captain of Lancers, 
after @ brief stay in Chicago, left for the 
east last night with his wife. Lord Comp- 
ton served in South Africa for five years, 
He knows the Boers and their country, 
and has considered both critically from 
the standpoint of a military officer and 
student. 

He spoke of the Transvaal problem 
merely #3 & military man. He sald: 
‘‘Thore wre motives of fair play and hu- 
manity which make Great Britain exceed- 
ingly reluctant to interfere in South Africa 
by force. But it is only candid to say 
that considerations of & military character 
also operate to make us chary about 
rushing into a campaign which must 
present the most formidable obstacles and 
involye .questions of transport, supply 
and strategy that might stagger a mili- 
tary expert, 

“In the first place the Boers of the 
Transvaal are magnificent fighters. Their 
history has proved it, and they are fully 
up to their standard to-day. They are 
expert marksmen, “born rough riders, 
such a’ your cowboys, and their courage 
and tenacity is undeniable. Individually 
they are as good military stufi as the 
world possesses. They also are thoroughly 
convinced of the justica of their cause, 
and would die toa man at the order of 
Oom Paul. 

“But aside from their morale and their 
fitness, the Transvaal country is one 
admirably adapted for the purpose of 
defences. It is inland, with large unin- 
habited spaces. An army ‘invading it 
must have a distant base and its supplies 
must be brougnt up through a semi- 
tropical country under the most disad- 
yantageous conditions. Cape Town isa 
thousand aniles from the Vaal River, and 
if an attjék were to be made from Natal 
there would be mountains to work 
through and much tropical growth. 

“The question of transportation 
would be serious. We would need thou- 
sands of mules, which must be brought 
from South America. The ocean distance 
and the adverse climate will kill animals 
by thousands and the actual work would 
entail even greater losses, 

“There is a question’ ot strategy as 
well. The Boers would be difficult to hit 
ina mass. Indeed, they might not be 
mobilized in an European sense at all. 
In an arid, rocky country, filled with 
splendid shots, with no real objective 
point to capture, with a disaffected or 
actively hostile population on your flank 
or rear, the conquest of the Transvaal 
would be one of the most arduous under- 
takings we ever entered upon, In my 
opinion no less than 60,0C0 would be re- 
quired. Your own Philippine war is not 
50 difficult, ’” 


Parrott’s Hangman Gets a Mask, 


Hamilton, June 21,—Sheriff Middleton 
does not expect the Government hang- 
man, Radoliffe, to arrive here in time for 
the hanging of Parrott on Friday morn- 
ing and he has engaged a Toronto man 
to do the job. Yesterday afternoon he 
purchased a league baseball ' catcher's 
mask from Billy Carroll, the sporting 
goods man, for the use of the hangman, 
who fears Parrott may strike him when 
he goes to pinion his arms, The mask 
will be covered with leather from the eye 
holes down, so he cannot be recognized 
by the spectators, ‘I'he sheriff has deotded 
to admit only one reporter from each of 
the newspapers in the county, and ao 
number of physicians. No other persons 
will be allowed to witness the execution, 
Parrott bas asked to have four ministers 
prosent, and this request will be complied 
with. 


The Acrival of Dreyfus. 

Paris, June 21, — Tho approaching 
arrival of Dreyfus at Rennes is causing 
ap influx of foreigners there, The hotels 
sre besieged with applicants for rooms, 
which command tmmense prices.

All bakers, wholesale and retail, seek 
to produce at their several bakinge 
through the day only so much us may 
be required to supply the wants of their 
trade, but in making sure to provide 
enongh there is likely to be home left 
over to get stale. There is some demand 
for stale bread for household uses—for 
making toast and for cooking purposes 
—bnt the demand is limited. Such stale 
bread as may remain unsold in this 
manner is never wasted; it is eold to 
farmers and market gardeners, who 
drive into the city with produce to sell 
and who buy more or less supplies here 
to carny back to feed stock.

Flow They Made Mommies, 
A body might be mnmmified in three 
different ways, and the price varied ac- 
| cordingly. In the first and most expen- 
| sive method the brain was extracted | 
| throngh the nose by means of an iron | 
| probe, and the intestines were removed 
| entirely from the body throngh an in- 
| cision made in the side with a sharp 
| Ethiopian stone. The intestines were 
cleansed and washed in palm wine, and, 
after being covered with powdered aro- 
| matic gums, were placed in Canopic 
| jars. The body wus then filled up with 
myrrh and cassia and other fragrant 
and astringent substances and was laid 
in natron for 70 days. It was then care- 
| fally washed and wrapped up in strips 
of fine linen smeared with gui. ‘he 
cost of mmmmifying a body in this fash- 
ion wasa talent of silver, or about £240. 
In the second method the brain was 
not removed at all, and the intestines 
were simply dissolved and removed in a 
finid state. The body was also laid in 
ralt or natron, which, it is said, dis- 
solved everything except the skin and 
bones, The cost of mummifying in this 
manner was 22 mine, or nearly $90. 
The third method was employed for 
the poor only. It consisted simply of

Beetles may often be found doring 
the daytime with their legs drawn up 
under their bodies in a condition sug- 
resting repose, while it is well known 
that they make their depredations prin- 
cipally by night 

Some insects, again, take a long pe 
riod of rest dorfng the winter months, 
and it is certain that insects, like any 
other family of animals, enjoy periods 
of repose, though, as. they cannot close 
their eyes, it seems hardly right to call 
this sleep. 7

Hay will be above 
an average crop, Grain, fruit and 
root cropsall promise well. 

Picton—As far as can be judged at 
present the crops in Prince Edward 
will be about the avernge.

ANOTHER MINE ACOLDENT. 


A Shocking Accident in the War Eagle 
Mine—Drills Struck an Unexploded 
Charge With Fatal Results. 


Rossland, B.C., June 24.—Another 
terrible accident occurred in War Hagle 
mine between 10.25 and 10.30 o'clock 
yesterday morning. Four men were kill- 
ed, two dying instantly and one a few 
minutes after being brought to the sur- 
face, and one man died in the hospital. 

The accident was in consequence of an 
explosion caused by an overlooked shot 
in which about two sticks or a little 
over 6 pound of powder bad been left. 

The particulars are as follows: Charles 
Lee Mike Griffin, Charles Sturges and 
Charles Coulson, drill men, and Daniel 
Green, mucker, were working in the west 
drift on the 625-foot level, 100 feet from 
the shaft, having gone to work at 7. Lee 
and Griffin were working one machine 
and Sturges and Coulson another. About 
20 holes had been put in. the face of the 
drift. The cut hole in which the oxplo- 
sion occurred, was in about 16 inches, 
and could not have held much moro than 
a couple sticks of powder. It is supposed 
that conoussions of drills started the 
powder and caused the disastor, The cut 
hole in question was blasted on Wednos- 
day night, and drilled by the same shift 
which was at work when the explosion 
occurred, the hole having beon drilled on 
Tuesday, 

Sturgea and Lee were found to have 
been In.tantly killed and Griffin died 
while being carried to the hospital, Green 
reached the hospital alive, but died at 4 
p.m. Conlson, who was also tukon to the 
hospital, has « number of ‘bad flesh 
wounds, especially from the waist down, 
but is not dangerously injured. .

hardness by holding it against a rapidly 
revolving grindstone frem five to ten 
minutes. Then, if the least mark ap- 
pears upon the! diamond) it is nct/a real 
stone, for if it were a diamond, so far 
from any mark being produced upon it, 
it would be likely, on the other hand, 
to make a deep impression on the 
grindstone. The same test may also be 
made with emery paper or on am emery 
wheel, neither of which, although hard- 
er than a grindstone, will make any im: 
pression upon a gennine diamond. 

“This is a good thing for one to re- 
member in these days of manufactured 
diamonds. ‘The ‘paste article is now 
made with such care that it sometimes 
tests the ekill of the expert to distin: 
gnish the genuine from the bogus, but 
if the grindstone is brought into play 
there can be no room for doubt. Some 
people think that if they rub a stone 
against glass) and it makes a deep im: 
pression itis a diamond. But nearlyall 
paste diamonds will scratch glass) and 
the imitations of sapphires, rubies and 
emeralds will do the same. '’—Washings 
ton Star.

A CORNER CLOSET, 
cient closet room. The Honsehold has 
given some illnstrated hints about im- 
provising closets and making the most 
of space, from which the following ia 
reproduced: 

In every closet there should bea shelf 
placed just aboye the hooks, and this 
should extend on all sides of the closet, 
if it isa large one.. The hooks should be 
placed as low down as possible to allow 
for a second shelf aboye the first, which 
should be six inches wider than. the 
lower shelf Upon this may be stored 
the traveling bags, bonnet, hat and oth- 
ex boxes which take up room, and yet 
one likes to haye such things conven- 
iently at band. 

_ Usually in. a, closet . there is but 
one, Shelf, and above that is so munch 
waste room, but \ith the second shelf 
apart of this is, utilized, andif the 
hooks are placed so that the skirts es- 
cape the floor by six inches the second 
shelf need not be so. high that a step- 
ladder isnecessary. Both shelves shonld 
have a row of hooks on the onter edge, 
and this will give three times the usual 
amount of banging space. It will be 
found a convenience to hang the skirts 
on the inner row, the waists outside of 
that: and the jackets and wraps outside 
of the whole. i 

The same treatment may be carried 
out, in a shallow closet, provided there 
is depth enough for the two shelves, 
One shelf at least there could be, and if 
this was provided with hooks it would 
give double the amount of hanging 
Toom, © 

But what shall we do in a bedroom 
that is minusa closet—a hall bedroom, 
for instance, in which a young woman, 
who has hired the room for economy, 
must stow away all her belongings in 
that little 8 by 12 bex, into which a 
full bedroom set and one easy chair 
must be crowded? 

Utilize every inch of space against the 
wvall with wooden boxes covered with 
cretonne or bright chintz. Then, if there 
is a spare corner, fit two three cornered 
shelves into it, one above the other, 
and drape it with an inner curtain of 
cheesecloth or dotted muslin and an 
outer curtain of figured chintz to match 
your boxes. The space between the two 
shelves will give a place for your bon- 
nets or hats, and you can place a piece 
of bric-a-brac in front, to give a deco- 
trative effect. 

There is often a door leading from 
one bedroom into another which can 
as well be kept clesed. On the recessed

sido fit a shelf into the recess about 
two-thirds the distance from the top 
and hang a drapery before it, Thespace 
will be found very useful for hanging 
nice silk waists.

There will only be about five 
or six inches of space,,but it may bo 
ntilized for boots and shoes, laid length- 
wise, and the blacking brushes. and 
polish may be kept there also.

His plant 
consists of a large homemade hogshead 
built on a hillside, so that water can be 
run in at the top and drawn out from 
the bottom. This holds two or more 
wagon loads of manure and is easily 
filled and emptied with a shovel or’ ma- 
nure fork. “The liquid is drawn off |‘ by

*a hollow faucet. Some light ‘troughs, 


made of half inch material, 12 feet in 
Jength and about 4 inchés in width, 
put together in a V shape, carry the 
liqnid where wanted and empty it into 
a larger trough, from which ‘it is dis- 
tributed. The large trough should be 
and about 1 foot wide, 6 inches deep 
10 to 12 feet long, in order not’ to 
be too heayy for carrying or dragging 
abont, This may be dispensed with en- 
tirely by simply shoveling out a similar 
sized reservoir to hold the liquid tem- 
porarily while it is divided into the 
small furrows. If the trough is used, 


auger holes should be bored in one side 


every foot or more to allow the liquid 
to escape. These holes can be stopped 
by plugs or by nailing tin lids’ inside, 
to raise when needed, or dropped down 
when holes are closed. ; 
Joel Shomaker, who describes the 
foregoing methods gf using liquid fer- 
plz in Farin ana Bireside, also ‘says 
ast year I hauled seyeral loads of well 
rotted manure, mixed with straw and 
scattered. it in piles at the k-ad of my 
garden irrigating, furrows The water 
was turned from the main into the 
laterals and soaked through the manure, 
with the result that the strength of 
those manure heaps was applied direct 
to the roots of yegetables throngh the 
irrigations. Tomatoes thus treated yield-

ed one-half bushel to the plant and 
ripened nicely at an altitude of 6,000 


feet above tea level. Every experiment 
made has demonstrated that liquid fer- 
tilizers are valuable, and a vat. will 
amply repay the gardener and small 
fruit grower who depends upon the 
market. The products can be obtained 
earlier, the quality ig euperior, and the 
quantity almost doubles from judicious 
fertilizing by some liquid applications. 

If no other process is available, a 
spray pump, which every gardener and 
orchardist should have to fight insects, 
may be satisfactorily used in eonnec- 
tion with liquid fertilizers. The plants 
are not injured or made unfit for nse 
by nsing liquid fertilizers, as there is 
no odor taint left after afew hours, and 
the growing vegetables take up the ele- 
ments desired the same asfrom manure 
epread upon the soil. 


Sowing Grain In the Mad, 

Beyond the region of the Atlantic 
coast and the influenté of ‘the chain of 
great lakes farmers usually fall’ plow all 
their land for spring grain in'crder to 
get it in as early as possible. They say 
that spring wheat, oate dnd ‘barley do 
much better when this sown, as they 
get an early start and mature before 
the extreme summicy heats begin. ‘There 
is another reason. The fall'plowed land 
has no spring plowing, but is sown on 
the furrow as soon as there is enough 
of it thawed out to make a covering 
| for the seed grain, In fact, it is usually 
dragged in while the surface soil is so 
muddy that it often clogs the drag, and 
the seed is hardly covered at all. But 
} on ths moist ground and with sunny 
skies overhead the grain quickly sends 
its sprout upward and its roots down 
ward into the soil. If a freeze 
} Bp ocenra before the grain is up, it is 
all the better. It lightens the soil that 
the dragging while it was wet bad com 
pacted.

tion in sugar beet experimentation 
three plats were used, one nnfertilized 
and the others receiving either 500 


pounds or 750 pounds per acre of a 
complete fertilizer, This was compound- 
ed from 1,000 ponnds acid rock, 850 
pounds sulphate of potash, 450-pounde 
dried blood and 200 ponnds nitrate of 
soda. It cost $24 a ton, or $6 for the 
small application, $9 for the larger one 
The 500 pounds appl ion proved 
more profitable than the greater amount, 
as it produced an average increase in 
the crop of 8,874 pounds per acre, in- 
suring a net profit of $1.26 per acre 
from its use; while 750 pounds gaye ap 
average increase of 5,264. ponnds per 
acre, but the added yield wonld only 
bring, at current prices, a profit of 8T 
cents. The fertilizer did not exert a 
marked inflnence upon the quality of 
the beets; for while there was a differ- 
ence in the amonnt of sngar and in the 
coefficient of purity in some cases, the 
differences were in opposite directions 
in different instances; so that the ayer- 
ages on fertilized and unfertilized plate 
differed but slightly... The largest ayer- 
age Variation was a decrease in amount 
of sugar in beets of one-half of 1 per 
cent from the nse of 750 pounds of fer- 
tilizer. 

Special tests, as far as the averages 
go, indicate that the use of 1,500 pounds 
or more of a.cowplete fertilizer is at a 
financial loss, but that the use of 500 
pounds is profitable, in these tests giy- 
ing a direct gain of nearly $5 per acre. 
Excessive quantities of fertilizer (2,000 
pounds) seemed to lessen the amount of 
the crop, possibly because of injury to 
the seed, The quality of the beets was 
somewhat Jowered by the use of fertil- 
izers; independent of the quantity used;

for the amount of sngar in the beets 
was decreased 1 per cent, whether 500 
pounds, 1,000 pounds or 1,500 ponnds 
wae used. The coefficient of purity was 
also slightly decreased. 

In the use of stabie manure the expe- 

rience of the past.season has given re- 
sults directly contradictory to the ac- 
cepted belief. The manure was applied 
at the rate of 20 tons per acre on 15 
plats, the application being made in the 
spring, when thonght most liable to ex- 
ert an injurious effect on the quality of 
the beets. _Instead of increasing the size 
of the beets at the expense of quality, 
the very opposite effect was produced, 
for the manure grown beets averaged 
slightly less in weight than those grown 
without manure. The amount of sugar 
in the beets was increased where ma- 
nure was used and the coefficient of 
purity was increased from 82.6 on the 
unfertilized to §4.2 on the mapured 
plats. 
_ On three of the stable manure plats 
at the station the beets were thinned to 
six inches apart in the row, on three 
others to eightinches and on three otb- 
ergs to ten inches. The yield, size of the 
beets and the coefficient of purity in- 
creased with the distance between the 
beets, with little change in the percent- 
age of sugar. 

Of four varieties. grown from nine 
sets of seed sent to the station by the 
United States, department of agricul- 
ture, Pitzschke’s Elite gaye the heaviest 
yield, nearly 22 tops per acre, with a 
sugar content of 14.2 per cent anda 
coefficient.of pnrity of 84.1; Kleinwan- 


zlebener from seed grown by, Vilmorin { 


of France gaye'a yield of 2144 tons, but 
was much Jess rich in) sugar (11.6 per 
cent) and had a lower coefficient (51.5) 
and Kleinwanzlebener from American 
grown seed was next jn order of yield 
(18 8-5 tons) and was somewhat better 
in quality than the. crop from French 
feed. * 


Sowing Different Kinds of Grane. 

The Ohio Farmer thinks it is best, if 
one wishes to sow two or more kinds of 
grass seed on the same ground, to sow 
each kind separately over the entire 
ground. Timothy and clover may be 
mixed before sowing, but clover is 
heavier and flies much farther in sow- 
ing, and tends tosettleat the bottom of 
the seeder. If mixed together, this 
should be guarded against, and you 
should not attempt to sow wider than 
the timothy will thoroughly Cover, let- 
ting’the cloyer lap whatever is neces- 
sary. The lighter grasses, such us red- 
top, bluegrass, orchard grass and the 
like, must be sown separately, at any 
rate.

—the public taste, or fashion, demands 
a pig of the form and substance which 
is somewhat contrary to the form of tha 
original pig, which carried the greater 
part of its weight in the fore quarters, 
Whereas now the pig of today must fur- 
nish the greater portion of its meat 
from the ribs and hind qnarters.. Thua 
the pig of today must be a wannfactur- 
ed article, singe the wild. liog, from 
which all oor domesticated pigs are de- 
scended, was,so formed for defense and 
for the search for roots, bulbs, etc., that 
the major portion of its weight was in 


the fore quarters. We net only have to, 


attempt to produce pigs totally dissimi- 


Jar in form and character to the original | 


foundation stock, but we have to be 
most particnlar in mating animals from 
as similar a source as possible, or we 
inevitably produce a pig with many of 
the undesirable points of the parents, 
nnd with few of those qualities which 
We are anxious to see exemplifiedin the 
pig of today. It isa well known fact 
that if we cross animals of two diverse 
types, and haying but little in common, 
the probabilities are that the element ef 
yulue in each particular parent will wat 
with those of the other parent, and that 
the result will be an animal very sim- 
ilar to the original foundation stock, 
which possessed. few, if any, of those 
points which had been cultivated. 


Barley For Horses. 

If barley is used at all for horses, it 
should be boiled and mixed with cut 
hay, roots, etc., and in this shape is 
far less dangerous and well adapted 
for fitting a horse quickly for sale 
or show, but for farm horses or those 
working at common labor there is 
no necessity of ‘giving such boiled 
feed more than once a week, say on 
Saturday night, to move the bowels 
freely nnd cool the horse out over Sun- 
day. If fed dry, the barley should be 
gronnd and mixed with oats and bran 
and should not form over’ one-quarter 
of the mess at any one meal and should 
not be fed moré than once daily, We 
are insisting upon this because barley 
is dangerous food for horses, not so nu- 
tritious or digestible as oats, cin usual- 
ly be sold fora good price to buy oats 
and bran and finally for the reason that 
barley is splendidly ddapted for the 
feeding of hogs along with boiled pota- 
toes. Another dabger in feeding barley 
is due to the ‘tawns’" or benrds causing 
intestinal irritation, even enteritis and 
deuth, and this is the more liable to 
happen where the barley has not “been 
properly cleaned, as is apt to be the 
ase on the farm. Inthe malted state, 
tas brewors’ grain) barley is often fed 
*o brewers’ horses and keeps them fat, 
soft and sleek, but such’ horses have to 
be gradoally accustomed to the food 
ind any horse put enddenly upon it 
weuld be liable to colic and: death. In 
Tndia they parc. the barley, and we 
nnoderstand that in this form it is much 
ess dangerous and proves valuuble aa 
‘ood for” horses. —Dr. A. 8. Alexander

Trentment of Young Lambs. 

The first thing in the way of atten- 
tion a young lamb wants is to see that 
the ewe’s teats are free from all ob- 
struction, says The American Sheep 
Breeder. The wool about the udder 
should be clipped off and the flow cf 
milk started by the fingers, so that the 
lamb can get its food without diffiéulty. 
Some ewes, especially the young ones 
with their first lambs, Will be disin- 
clined to permit the lambs to suck and 
by reétlessness preyent them. This, of 
course, is equivalent to the loss of the 
lamb. Such ewes must be restrained in 
some way. the easiést being to inclose 
the refractory animal in a narrow pen 
of laths or in a small stanchion, while 
the lamp gets its meal. A few times 
will be sufficient to subdue the ewe and 
make the lamb safe. Another matter 
that needs immediate attention is the 
clearing of the anus, which is apt to be 

clogged up by adhesive excrement, by 
hen the discharges are prevented, 
and, of course, this is fatal to the lamb 
in a short time. It is an easy thing to 
loosen the hard crust and separate the 
adhesion of it to the wool. In some 
cases when this has been neglected for 
two or three days the opening of the 
bowel will be attended by acopions dis- 
charge which by its volume will show 
how great a detriment and inconven- 
ience it has been to the young lamb. 
To be successful, a shepherd must be 
well supplied with untiring vigilance, 
ample knowledge of his business in 
eyen stich small details as this and suffi- 
cient painstaking industry and prompti- 
tude to set everything right that is go- 
ing wrong, as soon as it happens. 


Making Steel Pens. 

Briefly described, steel pens are made 
as follows: First the steel is rolled into 
big sheets and then eut into strips 
abont three inches jn'width. Thestrips” 


pers them. They are next rolled to the 
necessary thinness and are cu 
blank flat pens, and the pens, while 
flat, are usually stamped with the 
brand or the name of the mamnfactorer. 
To shape the pens is the next process. 
The rounding makes them hold the ink 
and distribute it more evenly than 
could be done if they were flat. To 
harden them they are heated to a cher- 
_ry red and then suddenly ccoled, This 
not only hardens them, but makes them 
elastic. The polishing, pointing and 
finishing come next, and then they are 
ready for use, The little holes in the 
pensat the end of the slits serve to 
muke them more elastic and to facili- 
tate the flow of the ink. 

It is said that more steel is now used 
in the manufacture of pens than in 
that of swords, It is even claimed that 
ths metal annually used in their mana- 
facture weighs more than all the metal 
used in the manufacture of war implo- 
ments.

Breed Straight. 

Whether breeding draft or road 
horses, breed the best you can of the 
class you decide upon. Avoid violent 
crosses. Don't imagine that you can, as 
a general rule, succeed in breeding a 
cross bred animal with the size and 
weight of a draft ‘horse and the speed 
and activity of a race horse, nor that by 
cross breeding you can, ordinarily, get 
a happy combination of many of the 
good qualities of both. It may be 
acknowledged that,’ occasionally, an 
individual horse will be found that is 
an excellent animal, a good general pur- 
pose horse, and stich a horse may have 
been the result of cross breeding. But 
auch instances aré rare. They are ex- 
ceptions to the rule. Such crosses usual- 
ly result in a “\weedy,”’ ill proportioned 
animal, that is fit for neither the one 
purpose nor the other. Snch individuals 
are, when used for breeding purposes, 
detrimental to breeders. They are not 
of a fixed type. Titey are composed of 
say 50 per cent of each of ‘two incon- 
gruous elements, and their progeny in 
the next genération will generally be 
disappointing. —E. F. Richman, before 
Iowa Institute. 


Amlable Hoga. 

Different breeds of bogs vary in the 
degree of their amiability when it comes 
to handling them, so do different ani- 
mala of ‘the. same. breed, says A, N.

“You landiubhers write harrowing 
tales of the ships) that sink in the sea 
But did you never hear of a ennkon 
ship that came back from Davy Jones 
locker?" said ‘one of the veteran sea 
dogs ut the Sdilors’ Snug Harbor, at 
Staten Island, near New York, to a vis‘ 
itor ‘I saw one come back,"' he went 
on in u lower tone, 

“T have seen ships go down 1 bave 
been in. miany wrecks and have seen my 
foll share of all the strange sights of 
the sea, but no other sight ever made 
my blood run so cold nor my héart sink 
80 low as the sight of a great ship ris- 
ing to the surface through a thousand 
fathoms of water, with a crew of dead 
men between her decks. It happened 
back in the fifties, when I was able sea- 
mun op the Mary Clay, a brig trading 
to South American ports We were 
coming up from Rio. I think it was, 
with a cargo of hides and coffee, and a 
long spell of storms and contrary winds 
drove us far out of our course and off 
to the east in the Atlantic. Our main 
and top masts had all gone by the board 
long before the storms ended. 

“When the weather cleared finally 
and the waves went down, we were on 
the edge of the Sargassotea. The green 
surface of that ocean graveyard was 
torn and broken by the storm as far as 
we could see, and great piles and 
patches of torn seaweed were floating 
all around us, There came a day of 
calm and sunshine after two weeks of 
storm, and all bands were set to work 
fixing up a jury rig, with which we 
finally reached port.

at 10 o'clock in the morning, ‘What's 
that?’ said Joe as he caught my arm 
and pointed to a distnrbance in the 
water some 200 yards off our bow 

“T Jooked at the spot indicated. Be- 
yond a heap of broken weed from the 
Sargasso that was drifting along beside 
us there was a big patch of fairly clear 
water. AsI looked huge bubbly; ap- 
peared on the surface, and then a great 
monnd of green water and greener 
weed seemed to rise 50 feet above the 
surface. As this mound of weed and 
water rolled away. to the level of the 
surrounding sea there broke from the 
spot where we had seen the bubbles the 
broken masts of what had been a full 
rigged ship. 

“Dill shouted some warning to the 
captain, but he did not move out of his 
tracks. We stood there as if chained to 
the deck, and saw the hull of a big ship 
rise out of that sea as slowly and ma- 
jestically.as a giant whale undisturbed 
might come\to the surface to blow. She 
came up on an even keel and rose until 
her upper deck was clear of the water 
and floated there, rolling slowly with 
the even roll of the sea that had cast 
ber np We conld see that the vessel 
bad foundered in astorm, Her masts 
were all broken off as if. she bad, been 
caught unprepared in a,sudden squall, 
and the spars and rigging were twisted 
and piled upon the deck and hanging 
over the rail as if the crew had been 
unable to.cut them away. 

“We could see that the risen ship had 
been long onder water, Barnacles bnng 
from ber rails and the broken timbers 
above deck were covered with the dark 
green slimny weed thatis found cnly at 
a great depth.

“With one accord we all started back 
toward the stern of the vessel, where 
our boat was tied to the rail Before we 
reached the boat there came another 
heavy swell, the ship Iurched to stur- 
board and us she rolled back to an even 
keel something in her framework below 
decks broke with a muffled crash Then 
a smal] fountain of black water, capped 
by yellow bubbles, broke from the open 
gangway anda great quantity of gus 
that had been confined below shot high 
up into the air with a report like esctip- 
ing steam. 

“With this eruption from the depths 
of the ship there came an odor of de- 
caying flesh so strong and sickening 
that we fell into our boat, almost over- 
come, The line was cut and we pushed 
away as quickly as possible. Mcst of ug 
were £0 overcome that we were unable 
to handle the oars, but, fortunately, an- 
other roll on a sunken wave carried the 
ship away from us and we were cleur of 
the horrible odor. The roar of escaping 
gas continued for several minutes, and 
then the broken and battered derelict 
settled stern first and sank awiftly out 
of sight. 

“The Mary Clay reached home in 
time and on our next trip to Sonth 
Americ we found a possible solution of 
the remarlable incident of aship rising 
from the sea. A British vessel loaded 
with live stock for Brazil had been lost 
some months before, probable near the 
Sargossa sea. If the ship settled on an 
even keel at the bottom, sand and sea- 
weed might have closed the rent in her 
hull that caused her tosink. Then, with 
the hatches battenéd down above, the 
decomposition of the bodies of the ani- 
mals that had’ formed the cargo would 
create enongh gas between decks in 
time to cause the vessel to rise to the 
surface.
